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Fripay of this week, July 23, was the first anni- 
versary of the death of General GRANT. Many re- 
membered the fact and gave more than a passing 
thought to the memory of the dead General. 








Tue Grand Army delegations and members of the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac and friends are 
en route for San Francisco, where a right royal time 
awaits them, judging from the accounts of hospita— 
ble preparations we have received. 








Ir being impossible to get a sufficient number of 
the members of the Senate Naval Committee to- 
gether to form a quorum, the business of that body 
is now transacted on the floor of the Senate, where 
members are sought individually and asked for their 
views and votes. In this manner favorable action 
was obtained on the batch of navy nominations 
published in last week’s JOURNAL. 








COLONEL JosEPH B. Brown, a distinguished offi- 
cer of the Medical Department of the Army, and 
for some time past President of the Army Medical 
Examining Board, sitting in New York, will be re- 
tired for age on Monday next, July 26, after a 
service dating from June 29, 1849. His efficient, 
faithful and valuable professional services during 
the war gained for him the brevets of lieutenant 
colonel and colonel, and for ‘‘ meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services at Fort Columbus, where cholera 
prevailed” in. 1866, he received the brevet of briga- 
dier general on Sept. 28 of that year. 








THE Senate Committee on Military Affairs suc- 
ceeded on Tuesday last in disposing of all the Army 
nominations not hitherto reported. These include 
the promotions in the Cavalay arm in which the in- 
capacity question was involved; the promotions 
contained in last week’s JOURNAL; the appointment 
of Captain Sonwan to the Adjutant-General’s Depart- 
ment, and of Frrz-JoHN PoRTER to be a Colonel in 
the Army. Favorable action was taken in each case 
without a formal vote being called. There was a 
contest over the promotions objected to by Major 
MERRILL and Lieutenant KINGsBURY and BELLAS, 
but as the Committee had determined to clean up 
its calendar it was concluded to let them go to the 
Senate with the other batch, when the fight will 
probably be renewed. Meantime General LoGAN 
has started for San Francisco, to attend the Army 
meetings there, and the contest will have to be de- 
mined without his aid. 








Wut happiness it would be for our Secretary of 
the Navy, sorely perplexed by the parsimony of 
Congress, if he could go back to the days of 1675, 
when twenty ships of war were bought for a million 
and a half of dollars, or to those of 1787, when a 
crack ship, the Victory, carrying a crew of more 
than a thousand men, cost less than $200,000, gear 
and guns included. Judging from their reasoning, 
some of our members of Congress appear to have 
Stopped in their study of naval necessities and pos- 
sibilities at the middle of the eighteenth century. 
But it is difficult for any layman to realize what 
enormous changes in naval construction have oc- 
curred during the last century and ahalf. The 








period of two thousand years, which divides 
Salamus or Syracuse, from the days of the Invinci- 
ble Armada, is no greater, so far as the conirast of 
naval armaments is concerned, than that which 
divides us from the days of DRAKE, FROBISHER, and 
HAWEINS. 








THE General Deficiency Appropriation bill, as re- 
ported from the Appropriation Committee to the 
Senate, contains the following amendments of in- 
terest to the readers of the JouRNAL » Under the 
War Department $2,500 is included for payment to 
the widow of Surgeon JosEPH J. WoopWARD, U. S. 
Army, for special and meritorious services rendered 
by her husband during the illness of President 
GARFIELD, and $8,952 for the completion of the 
Army and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs. To sup- 
ply a deficiency in *e contingent service of the 
Navy Bureau of. Ordnance $2,500 is added. No 
change is made in the appropriations to pay the 
GRAHAM mileage claims or the Morton cadet ser- 
vice claims. An item of $14,348.26 is added for 
the payment of a supplemental list of claims of 
officers and enlisted men for loss of horses and other 
property in the military service. 








THE board on additional naval vessels have nearly 
completed their labors and their report will be in the 
hands of the Secretary by the end of this week or 
the first of next. Their plans are completed for the 
construction of the four vessels authorized by Con- 
gress. They provide for one unarmored cruiser 
without sail power of 3,730 tons, after the model of 
the Waniwa-Kan, described last week; one poop 
and forecastle deck cruiser of 4,000 tons, one heavily 
armored twin screw steel gunboat of 1,700 tons and 
one light armored composite gunboat of 870 tons. 
All of the vessels except the first are to be built 
after plans prepared by the Bureau of Construction 
and Steam Engineering and approved by the board 
It is expected that proposals for their construction 
will be prepared and issued next week. Chief Naval 
Constructor T. D. WiLson has just had completed a 
model of the 1,700 ton twin screw steel gunboat, 
which presents a very creditable appearance. Her 
length on load water line will be 230 feet. Extreme 
breadth, 86 feet; draft of water forward, 13 feet 
4 in.; draft of water aft, 15 feet $ in.; displacement, 
1,708 tons; rig, three-masted schooner; sail area, 
6,358 sq. feet; armament, six 6-in. B. L. R. guns, five 
Hotchkiss cannon, and one Gatling gun; indicated 
horse-power, 8,300; measured mile speed, 16 knots. 








Tue Senate has passed the bill defining the duties 
of general service clerks and messengers of the 
Army, with several amendments, which, it is 
to be hoped, the House will concur in. 
These . changes increase the number of clerks 
to 125, the same number provided for in the last 
Army Appropriation bill; includes ‘‘ headquarters 
general . service, at recruiting depots, and at West 
Point,” as among the places to have the services of 
these employees; provides for the payment of their 
salaries monthly, instead of bi-monthly, and em- 
brace the following proviso relating to their re- 
tirement: ‘‘ That the provisions of law relating to 
the retirement of enlisted men shall be construed to 
include ‘ general service clerks’ and ‘general ser- 
vice messengers,’ and for the purposes of retirement 
they shall rank as follows: General service clerks 
of class 8 with 1st sergeants of the lime, general ser- 





vice clerks of class 2 with sergeants of the line, 
general service clerks of class 1 with corporals of 
the line, general service messengers with privates of 
the line.” The latter amendment was suggested by 
the Adjutant-General’s Department with a view to 
restoring to these employees the rank of which they 
were deprived by the late Appropriation bill. As 
soon as the bill was received in the House and ree 
ferred to the Military Committee, General Brace 
looked up all the members of the committee and 
obtained the permission of a majority to recom- 
mend concurrence in all the Senate amendments. 
This was accordingly done, and the bill was passed 
by the House without debate. The President’s 
signature is all that is now required to make it 
a law. 








THE stern Republican War Minister of France 
General BoULANGER, has stricken the name of the 
beau sabreur, Murat, from the French Army list, 
and is about, it is said, to subject to similar treat— 
ment the names of officers who have had service 
relations with the ex-reigning families, so that there 
will be a very clean sweep made in the higher ranks, 
and a great opening for the ardent young Republicans 
who are seeking promotion without fighting for it. 
La France Militaire, the organ of the War Minister, 
says of him that ‘‘in five years General BOULANGER 
will make the German princes tremble on their 
thrones.” It is in preparation for this we presume 
that General BouLANGER is proposing so many 
changes in the French Army. He recommends 
that the regiments of pontooneers be abolished, that 
the battalions of garrison artillery be turned over 
to the engineers, who are to be organized into 
twelve regiments of three battalions, four companies 
each, eight companies of each battalion to be gun- 
ners and four sappers and miners. It is further 
proposed that the rank of second captain of artil- 
lery be abolished, the marine artillery regiments 
broken up to form colonial artillery and engineers, 
officers for artillery and engineers no longer to be 
appointed from the Ecole Polytechnique ; the manu- 
facturing departments of the Army and the con- 
struction of permanent fortification to be in charge 
of acorps of military engineers recruited from the 
Ecole Polytechnique, to include those at present in 
charge of the Government saltpetre and gunpowder 
works; this latter corps on its first creation will also 
draw upon officers from all branches of the Service. 
A French military writer, Lieutenant—Colonel Hen— 
NEBERT, contends that the ministerial project will 
disorganize the Army and work its ruin, and, in 
fact, that it is a piece of ‘‘ unconscious treason.” 
General BOULANGER is so unpopular with the Army 
that, according to M. Jutes Ricarp, if he were 
called upon to resign his post, there is not a regi- 
ment in France which would not celebrate the event 
with a bumper at parting. His duel with Baron de 
LARIENTY, which has increased his popularity with 
the people, is not likely to rehabilitate him with 
those who are disturbed by his schemes of reorgan- 
ization. Heis in trouble with General Savsster, 
who was a Republican under the Empire when 
BOULANGER was not. The Gaulois, having made 
some incorrect statements concerning General Saus- 
sizR, the Military Governor of Paris incautiously 
wrote to contradict them. Upon this he was repri- 
manded by General BOULANGER, who also removed 
his Chief of the Staff. Filled with indignation, 
General SaussiEeR sent in his resignation, but subse— 
quently withdrew it.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Wits deep sorrow, we have to report that Captain 
Gulian Verplanck Weir, 5th U.S. Artillery, a brave 
and most efficient officer, shot himself through the 
heart in a fit of mental aberration, on Sunday even- 
ing, July 18, at his quarters at Fort Hamilton, 
N. Y. H. The following account of the occurrence, 
and the causes which led to itis given : ‘‘ Last winter 
Captain Weir had a severe attack of bronchitis. Till 
then he had always been in prime health and spirits, 
and the lingering, annoying character of his illness 
depressed him noticeably. He became moody and 
discouraged, and on several occasions his brother 
officers found him strange in his talk and bearing. 
On July 10 he was sent to Creedmoor for a week's 
duty. He took little interest in the target shooting, 
and is said to have complained of the old bronchial 
troubles again. On his return, July 17, however, he 
seemed bright and cheerful, and he was unusually 
animated on Sunday at breakfast. Several times 
during the day he went upstairs toliedown. About 
7 Pp. M. he left the dining-room hurriedly and went 
again to his bed-room. Five minutes later the 
family below were startled by the loud report of a 
rifle. 'They rushed up and found thecaptaiu groan- 
ing and gasping oo the bed, the blood streaming 
from a wound in his breast. He had undressed, 
placed the rifle in position and touched the trigger 
with the toes of his right foot. Surgeon Hartsuff, 
Post Surgeon, and Colonel Hamilton, Post Com- 
mander. were quickly summoned, but before either 
could arrive Captain Weir was dead. The only mes- 
sage he left was the fellowing note writtenon a 
scrap of paper to his wife: 

My DARLING: Have some of the officers certify to the 
signature in my will. Your HUSBAND. 

“ After the shot had been fired the wounded man 
had evidently staggered toward the door, to give an 
alarm, but his strength failing, he dropped over on 
the bed.” 

The funeral took place at Fort Hamilton early on 
Wednesday morning, after which the body was 
taken to West Point and there interred with due 
honor. The pall bearers were Major Randolph, 
Captain Day, and Lieutenants Roemer, Roberts, Za- 
linski, Galbraith and Benét of the 5th Artillery, and 
Lieut. Berier, formerly of the Army. 

The deceased officer was a son of Prof. R. W. Weir, 
U.S. A., retired, formerly Professor of Drawing at 
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West Point. He joined the 7th New York Regiment | Ist Lieutenant, Captain, and Major March 2, 1867, THE ARMY 
in 1861 as a private, and in the tollowing July was | for gallant and meritorious services during the War oe 
at Pulaski, Ga., and at the battle of Nashville.

appointed a 2d heutenant of the 5th U.S. Artillery. 
Drring the war he served with gallantry and effi- 
ciency, was present in many battles, and was re- 
garded as an artillery officer of unusual ability. He 
received the brevet of Ist lieutenant for gallantry 
during the Peninsular campaign in Virginia, and of 
captain for gallant and meritorious services of the 
battle of Fredericksburg. At the close of the war 
he was tendered a captaincy in the 39th Infantry, 
but declined, and on Nov. 10, 1874, was promoted to 
captain in the 5th Artillery. He leaves a widow and 
six children. 

To quote the language of his regimental com- 
mander, Col. John Hamilton, as reported: ‘Col. 
Weir was the peer of any officer in the Service. brave 
as a lion, 2 polished gentleman and a strict but just 
disciplinarian; he was a model commander indeed. 
He was a most loving husband and father. There 
could be no other cause for his terrible deed than 
temporary insanity. No man had less reason to die 
nor more reason to live.”

THERE will be universal regret throughout the Army 
to learn that Colonel Junius B. Wheeler, Professor 
U.S. A., retired, died at his home et Lenoir, North 
Carolina, July 15. The deceased officer had an envi- 
able military record. On the 15th of Muay, 1847, he 
enlisted as a private of Co. I, 12th U.S. Infantry, 
while but a boy; was promoted to 2d lieutenant of 
the llth Infantry the following September, and in 
August, 1848, the war with Mexico having closed, 
was mustered out of service. In 1851 he was ap- 
pointed to the Military Academy from his native 
State, North Carolina; was graduated July 1, 18565, 
promoted brevet 2d lieutenant of cavalry, and soon 
afterwards 2d lieutenant, 2d Cavalry. In 1856 he 
was transferred to the Topographical Engineers, 
having developed a special aptitude for that branch 
of the Service; was promoted Ist lieutenant July 1, 
1860, and captain, Corps of Engineers, March 3, 1863. 
In the early part of the war he served as principal 
assistant professor of mathematics at West Point, 
and in 1863 was assigned to duty as chief engineer of 
the Department of the Susquehanna. Thereafter 
during the war he served with distinction in the 
field, receiving the brevet of major for gallantry at 
the battle of Jenkins Ferry, Ark., and the brevets 
of lieutenant colonel and colonel for his gallant and 
meritorious services during the war. July 10, 1866, 
he was promoted major of Engineers, and after 
serving at various important points was, Sept. 16, 
1871, appointed protessor of engineering at the Mili- 
tary Academy, and continued to serve in that 
capacity until retired from active service, at his own 
request, Sept. 29, 1884, with the pay of colonel. He 
returned to his native State to pass the remainder 
of his days in quiet contentment on his farm near 
Lenoir, where he died. His brother is John H. 
Wheeler, the historian, of North Carolina. 

Brevet Masor Micuaet L. Courtney, Captain 
25th U.S. Inf., died at San Antonio, Texas, July 16, 
while on leave from Fort Meade, Dskota. Major 
Courtney was born in Ireland, and being in [Illinois 
when the war broke out jo'ned the 102d MDlinois In- 
fantry, July 26, 1862,as Sergt. of Co. I. In April, 1863, 
he was appointed 2d Lieutenant and in August Ist 
Lieutenant; was mustered out in December, 1863, 
and at once appointed Lieut.-Colonel of the 16th 
U. 8. (colored) Infantry. He continued in that po- 
sition until April 30, 1866, and on the 28th of July of 
that year was appointed 2d Lieutenant 39th U. 8. 
Infantry, promoted ist Lieutenant in 1867, trans- 
ferred to the 25th Infantry in 1869, and promoted 
Captain March 3, 1875.

A. A. SURGEON GrorGe E. ANDREWS, U. 8. A., a 
son of Col. Geo. P. Andrews, U.S. A., retired, died 
at Fort Huachuea, Arizona, July 13, of cerebral con- 
gestion. He was in the 30th year of his age. 


Epwarp Z. C. Jopson, better known as “Ned 
Buntline,”’ died at Stamford, N. Y., July 16, aged 64. 
He had aremarkable career. At the age of eleven 
he ran away from home and went to sea as a cabin 
boy. He next shipped as an apprentice boy on 
board a man-of-war, and at thirteen President Van 
Buren sent him a commission as a midshipman for 
his gallant conduct in rescuing the crew of a boat 
which had been run down by a Fulton ferry boat in 
the East River. He was assigned to the Levant, 
where the other middies refused to mess with him 
because he had served before the mast. The Levant 
was ordered to join the Gulf Squadron, and while 
on her way Judson challenged thirteen of the mid- 
shipmen to fight. Seven duels resulted, fought in 
Florida, New Orleans, and Havana. Judson wounded 
four of his antagonists, but came out unhurt him- 
self. The outcome of this was his resignation from 
the Service, June 8, 1842. During the late war he 
did gallant service as a chief of scouts. He carried 
with him to the grave thirteen wounds, seven of 
which he received in battle. His literary career, 
under the nom de plume of * Ned Buntline,”’ is well 
remembered by many readers of his nautical and 
other sensational stories. During the latter years 
of bis life he was a staunch temperance advocate. 


Mrs. P. Benfét, mother of Brig. Gen. Stephen 
V. Benét, Chief of Ordnance, U. 8S. A., died at St. 
Augustine, Fla., July 7. She was the widow of the 
late Don Pedro Benét, a most worthy and promi- 
nent citizen of the community. A few years ago 
Mrs. Benét made a visit to her son, and while there 
she became the victim of an accident from which 
she never recovered. The funeral took place July 
9, and her daughters and their families from Palatka 
were in attendance, as well asthe large family con- 
nections and hosts of friends in St. Augustine. 


CAPTAIN H. C. CHEsTER, of the U.S. Fish Commis- 
sion, died at Noank, Conn., July 19. He had been 
connected with the commission from its earliest 
days. Two years previous to that he wasin the 
Arctic Ocean with the Hall Arctic Expedition. He 
had the credit of reaching as near the pole as an 
explorer previous to Lieut. Greely, and through his 
heroism at least half the members of the Hall Expe- 
dition were rescued. 


SAILMAKER STEPHEN SEAMAN, U. 8S. N., retired, 
died at his residence 263 Carlton avenue, Brooklyn, 
July 20, aged sixty-four. He joined the Navy in 
1840, was appoin sailmaker April 22, 1846, and had 
an honorable record, including the Mexican War 
and the War of the Rebellion. He was retired April 
wae He leaves a widow and three grown up 
e ren.

Publishes so much of par. 20901¢ of the Regulations 
as authorizes the issue of one fur cap annually to all 
enlisted men in the Depts. of the Platte, Dakota and 
the Columbia, and in other departments when 
specially authorized by the divisicn commander, is 
annulled. 

Par. 1 of G. O. 32 of 1884, as amended by G. O. 120 
of 1885, and No. 11 of 1886, 1s further amended to read 
as follows: 

The Quartermaster’s Department is authorized to furnish 
to each enlisted man of the Army who may be required to 
work on extra, daily, or fatigue duty one canvas suit in 
each year, as part of his equipment. 

For troops stationed in extremely cold regions when the 
necessity for such issue is certified by the department com- 
manders; for troops stationed at West Point, New York; 
and for troops not attached to any military department, 
upon the approval of the head of the staff department to 
which they belong, the suit will consist of one blouse, one 
pair of trousers, one canvas blanket-lined one or hood, and 
one pair of mittens for winter wear. For all other troops 
the suit will consist of one blouse and one pair of trousers. 

Nothing in the foregoing is intended to increase the money 
allowance of clothing to the soldier. The articles herein au- 
thorized to be furnished will be issued under the direction 
of the post commander. They are to be kept and applied 
by the soldiers to their proper use as a working dress, and 
intended to save the regular uniform, and to be worn on 
fatigue duty and at labor when these articles are more suit- 
able than the woolen dress. 

The articles will be dropped from the returns of the officers 
to whom they shall bave been transferred when they are fur- 
pished to the soldier, and will be issued on the receipt rolls. 
Issues in excess of the yearly allowance will be charged on 
the clothing account at prices fixed in orders. In the cases 
of gratuitous issues the voucher should show that the same 
is made within the allowance. 

In case of the loss or destruction of any of said articles 
without fault or neglect on the part of the soldier to whom 
they have been entrusted, and the immediate commanding 
officer shali su certify in the matter of the loss, then the ar- 
ticle or articles so lost or destroyed may be reissued without 
charge to the soldier. 

The table of the price of clothing and equipage 
for the Army, with the allowance to each soldier for 
clothing in kind during each year of his enlistment; 
the money allowance therefor for each year and day, 
including the allowance for the enlisted men 
on the Retired List, also of the allowance of equi- 

age, having been approved by the Secretary of 
ar, is published for the information and guidance 
of all concerned. It will take effect on the Ist of 
July, 1886, and will remain in force until further 
orders.

Whereas, the board of Army officers convened by the 
President of the United States by special orders numbered 
seventy-eight, headquarters of the Army, April 12, 1878, to 
examine into and report upon the case of Fitz John Porter 
‘ate a major general of the United States volunteers and a 
orevet brigadier general and colonel of the Army, having 
vy their report of March 19, 1879, stated that, in their opin- 
ion, **justice required at his (the President’s hands) such 
action as may be necessary to annul and set aside the tind- 
mge and sentence of the court-martial in the case of Major 
ueneral Fitz John Porter, and to restore him to the positions 
of which the sentence deprived hin, such restoration to 
take effect from the date of dismissal from the service; 


and 

Whereas the President, on the 4th day of May, 1882, re- 
mitted so much of the sentence of said court-martial re- 
maining unexecuted as “ forever disqualified the said Fitz 
John Porter from holding any office of trust or profit under 
the Government of the United States :”’ Therefore, that jus- 
tice may be done the said Fitz John Porter, and to carry into 
effect the recommendations of said board, : 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That, 
the President be, and he is hereby, authorized to nominate 
and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
appoint Fitz John Porter, late a major general of the United 
States volunteers and a brevet brigadier general and colonel 
of the Army, to the position of colonel in the Army of the 
United St of the same grade and rank held by him at 
the time of his dismissal from the Army by sentence of 
court-martial promulgated January 27, 1863, and, in his dis- 
cretion, to place him on the retired list of the Army as of 
that grade, the retired list being hereby increased in number 
to that extent; and all laws and parts of lawsin conflict here- 
with are suspended for this purpose only: Provided, That 
said Fitz John Porter shall receive no pay, compensation, 
or allowance whatsoever prior to his appointment under this 


act.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of Texas.— Brig. Gen. D. S, Stanley. 


A despatch of July 17, from Paso Del Norte, Mex., 
says: ‘* Considerable bad feeling is being created on 
the border below by the brutality of Mexican offi- 
cials toward Americans, and an outbreak may occur 
at any time unless the United States Government 
takes prompt and rigorous action to protect them. 
American patience and endurance has about reached 
its utmost tension on the Upper Rio Grande border, 
and unless the Washington authorities speedily take 
action for the relief and protection of American 
citizens residing there within the limits of the Re- 
public they will take the matter in their own hands 
and begin a war of retaliation, which will be fierce 
and bloody. It may alsoresult in involving both 
nations in war, in which Mexico will be taught that 
she cannot maltreat an American citizen with im- 
punity, no more than she can a British subject, 
without being brought up with around turn and 
mulcted for heavy damages.”’ 

A despatch from El Paso, Texas, July 21, says: 
** Judge Brigham, the American Consul at Paso del 
Norte, has received a despatch from Secretar 
Bayard, to demand the immediate and uncondi- 
tional release of A. K. Cutting, the American editor 
who has been confined iu prison for the publication 
of an article in the El Paso papers reflecting on a 
Mexican citizen. The Consul had already demanded 
his release, and was ridiculed by the court officers. 
Excitement has been high, and frequent threats of 
forming a mob to release Cu/iting are made. The 
town is rejoicing over the news of the action of Sec- 
retary Bayard. It is impossible to get anything au- 
thentic of the result of Consul Brigham’s demand. 
lt is rumored tiiat the Mexicun judge refused to re- 
lease him without a bond.” 

The Joint Boundary Commission on the part of 
the U. S. and the State of Texas appointed to deter- 
mine the boundary line of Greer County, claimed 
respectively by Indian Territory and Texas, ad- 

ourned at Galveston, July 17, without agreeing.

_ It is too ridiculous, says the Kansas Times, “‘ to be- 
lieve that Geveral N. A. Miles ever dreamed ot em- 
ploying bloodhounds to catch the Indians with. 
Any man who knows anything about Indians knows 
enough to know they would not wish for anything 
better than to be set upon by these dogs. They 
would shoot them down as fast as they came upon 
“them and thus supply themselves with fresh meat at 
the hands of the Government. Nothing could suit 
them better. Bloodhounds were good enough to 
hunt up a poor slave through the swamps or forests 
of the South, but it would be ‘ dead dog’ every time 
they came within rifle shot of Indians.” 

A despatch of July 18 from Tombstone, sets forth 
that the hostiles have their hospital in the caves of 
’Frisco River, about 20 miles below Pleasanton, New 
Mexico. 

A Tombstone despatch of July 20 says: ‘The re- 
ports circulated recently that Captain Lawton had 
only a small force and no support, and that between 
him and the American line there was not a single 
camp, is erroneous and calculated to do injustice to 
Gen. Miles. For some time Capts. Lebo, Wood, and 
MacAdams and Lieut. Wilder, with commands, have 
beep in the rear supporting Lawton, going over 80 
miles south of the frontier. Lawton never moved 
without support. His command is the largest ever 
in continuous pursuit of the Apaches during tbe 
present outbreak.”’ 

_A despatch of July 21 from Tucson says: A cou- 
rier from Sonoro has arrived at Huachuca, bringing 
a renort of Capt. Lawton’s surprising a camp of 30 
hostile Indians onthe Yaqui River, capturing 19 
horses, 7 saddles and several huodred pound: of 
dried beef. The Indians fled in every direction. 

_ Adjt.-Gen. Dram on Friday _received the follow- 
ing telegram from Gen. Miles, dated July 22: “Capt. 
Lawton reports through Col. Royall, commanding 
at Fort Huachuca, that bis command surprised Ge- 
rouimo’s camp on Yonge River, about 130 miles 
south and east of Campos Sonora, or nearly 300 miles 
sonth of the Mexican boundary, capturing all the 
Iudian property, including bundreds of pounds of 
dried meat and 19 riding animals. This the fifth 
time within three months in which the Indians have 
been surprised by the troops. While their results 
have not been decisive, yet it has given encourage- 
ment to the troops and has reduced the number and 
strength of the Indians, and has given themfa feel 
of insecurity even in the remote and almost inac- 
cessible mountains of Mexico.”’

The Cheyenne Leader says: ‘“‘The discontinuance 
of Fort Omaha as a military post and the removal 
of its garrison are events which will probably take 
place at no distant date. Cheyenne affords the most 
desirable location, and no other post inthe depart- 
ment will possess the requisites for headquarters, 
for distribution of supplies, and for the accommo- 
dation of as large a garrison as the exigencies of the 
Service may at any time require. There is no reason 
why Cheyenne—or a post in its immediate neighbor- 
bood—should not become the permanent headquar- 
ters of the Department of the Platte.”

Hun- 
dreds of little lakes dot the territory and remind of 
the sparkling gems in an emerald necklace. The 
summer days are tempered by sweet breezes, aud 
the vights, ah! blissful recollection! tbey invite 
rest and sleep. Fort Coeur d’Alene was a paradise 
for the boys, but l suppose that they will enjoy the 
new life greatly. Weall like Fort Omaha, but it is 
not what we have been used to. It's too hot for us, 
but with time 1 presume we-will eyen grow used to 
that.” 

A despatch from Spokane Falls says: An Indian 
runner arrived at Fort Spokane July 19 from the 
Calispel country, and reports that the Calispel In- 
dians killed two white men on that reservation Sun- 
day. Gen. Carlin left Fort Coeur d’ Alene same day 
with two companies of infantry for the Calispel 
country. The volunteers who left July 19 went as 
far as Wild Rose Prairie, where they found the set- 
tlers congregated at twoor three different points 
under a strong guard of settlers from the surround- 
ing couutry, but they saw only a few Indians.

TRANSFER OF THE SECOND INFANTRY. 


To-pDay the band and Companies D, EB, F and K. 24 Inf., 
Captain James Ulio, 2d Inf.. commanding, marched to Rath- 
down, I. T., en route to their respective stations in the De- 
partment of the Platte, with headquarters at Fort Omaha, 
Neb. General Wheaton an | Lieuts. Clark and Rowell, of the 
regimental staff, will follow the command after the com- 
pletion of their official duties at this post. They do not ex- 
pect to be detained lone. Like all of the 2d, while they re- 
gret leaving this beautiful five-company and headquarters 
station, which has been built under the able management of 
Ist Lieut. and R. Q. M. 8. E. Clark, Brevet Captain, U. 8. A., 
they feel themselves particularly fortunate in having been 
opngaes to Fort Omaha. which is conceded to be one of the 
choicest stations in the United States. 

The 2d Infantry came to this Department in 1877 from the 
Department of the South in response to @ call for more 
troops, when General Howard, with his devoted band, was 
following the trail of that redoubtable warrior, Chief Joseph, 
and formed the left column of the expedition against hostile 
Nez Perces. Besides participating in the Nez Perce cam- 
paign of 1877 and Bannock campaign of 1878, and perform- 

ng other frequent and arduous field service, this regiment 
has built two commodious posts, viz, Fort Coeur d’Alene, 
I. T..and Fort Spokane, W. T., the first for headquarters 
and five companies and the latter for six companie:, all on 
the Q. M. General’s plan. By it the vast and fertile region 
embraced by the Big Bend of the Columbia, Snake and 
Palouse Rivers, has been opened to settlement, and now this 
region, so great in mineral and agricultural resources, al- 
most uninhabited mm 1877, is peopled with a class of pioneers 
that insures the future prosperity of Northern Idaho and 
Western Washington.

The regiment leaves the Pacific Coast feeling proud of ite 
work there, and having considerably exceeded the peri 
during which Gen. Wheaton and his officers ex}. «ted to re- 
main in this de ment, now proceeds, in compliance with 
the orders of the Hon. Secretary of War, to the department 
to which it has the good fortune to be assigned. It was ex- 

ted more than a year ago that an order would be issued 
ransferring the Second to some other department, and offi- 
cers and men were pleasantly disappointed when that expec- 
tation was not realized. Fully appreciating the kind for- 
tune that has permitted them to linger so long in this beau- 
tiful land, they feel doubly fortunate in being transferred 
toacity so widely celebrated for the hospitality, culture, 
and refinement of its inhabitants as Omaha, where Gen. 
Wheaton formerly commanded the District of Nebraska, 
and where he and the officers of the regiment will find them- 
selves at home among old friends. 

Headquarters and Cos. C, D, E.and H, of the galiant 4th 
Infantry, Gen. Wm. P. Carlin, of brilliant war record, com- 
manding, will march into their new quarters here to-mor- 
row. That the Fourth may all be as bappy in their new 
stations as the Second has been in the s9me for the past nine 
years is the wish of SEeconD INFANTRY.

FORT MONROE, VA.

Medical steps 
were immediately taken, and the necessary medical inquiry 
made, but every circumstance pointed out too plainly that 
the death was accidental. The body was buried with mili- 
tary honors Saturday evening in the post cemetery, large 
numbers attending the funeral. 

It would bea great injustice to the memory of the late 
yoy O'Neill to omit saying that he was a fine specimen 
of the good soldier; an honest, temperate, and religious 
inan, so popular with both officers and men that he did not 
leave one enemy behind. His many friends in the Army 
will read in the JOURNAL with surprise and regret of his un- 
timely end.

BEYOND a doubt Fort Apache is the choice post of Arizona, 
situated, as it is, beside a clear, cool stream, (White river), 
whuse high, perpendicular banks, studded with dark green 
pine trees, rise far above the winding water that looks like a 
silver band as it creeps along at the footof the huge black 
boulders, jutting out in ragged points.

THE Army and Navy Gazette, speaking of the 
examination in seamanship of young naval officers, 
says: “ It is difficult now to say in what seamanship 
consists. Forty or fifty years ago it was considered 
to imply the art of rigging and manceuvring a sail- 
ing vessel ; the rules as to * cutting out rigging,’ set- 
ting it up, fitting sails and handling them, bein 
pretty rigidly similar; and this is still the view o 
some captuins who take little note of the changes 
which have recently taken place, rendering an ex- 
amination on such points as ridiculous as it is unfair 
to the young officers of the present day. It is not 
long since that we saw at Portsmouth the ‘gammon- 
ing’ of the bowsprit of one of our Chinese gunboats 
being secured with the help of a tackle hooked to 
her bow ‘rudder pennant,’ and thisis an apt illustra- 
tion of the curiosities of the art of modern rigging. 
Rules there are none, and though the instinct of the 
thorough sailor will point him out aroad superior 
to all rules, now that ‘Darcy Lever’ and even 
‘Nares’ are obsolete, many of the examiners and 
most of the examinees are bewildered by the lack of 
a standard to go by.”

THE CASE OF COMMODORE TRUXTUN. 


The President has issued the following order in the 
case of Commodore W. T. Truxtun: 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, } 
WASHINGTON, July 15, 1886. 

On March 3 last the nomination of Commodore Wm. T- 

Truxtun to be a Rear Admiralin the Navy from Feb. 15, 1886: 
vice Rear Adm’l Earl English, retired, was sent to the Senate- 
Pending the action of the Senate thereon, viz., upon M: 
11, 1886, Commodore Truxtun attained the age of 62, and sec- 
tion 1445, Revised Statutes, therefore required his retirement 
from active service. The action of the Senate as contained 
in the resolution adopted in executive session, March 9, 1886, 
returning to the President the nomination of Commodore 
Truxtun, specifies as the reason for such action that he had 
been by operation of law retired asa Commodore. I con- 
sider this action as expressing the opinion of the Senate that 
the retirement of the officer from the active list of the Navy 
is an obstacle to his promotion. Formerly promotion of re- 
tired officers occurred from_time to time, but by the act of 
Aug. 5, 1882 (22 Statutes at Large, 286), it was enacted that 
“Hereafter there shall be no promotion or increase of pay in 
the retired list of the Navy, but the rank and pay of officers 
on the retired list shall be the same that they are when such 
officers shall be retired.”. When Commodore Truxtun was 
placed on the retired list bis promotion to the grade of Rear 
Admiral had not occurred, and his promotion thereafter 
would necessarily have been that of a retired officer, and 
therefore contrary to existing law. I regret the hardship 
thus entailed upon an old and meritorious officer, and, while 
of the opinion that relief must come to him, if at all, through 
legislative action, am also of opinion that his case may prop- 
erly be commended tothe favorable consideration of Con- 
gress.

The Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy shall have power to order Courts of In- 
quiry to investigate matters concerning naval cadets. 
Senators Cameron and Blackburn dissent from 
the recommendations regarding the powers of the 
Academic Board, but upon all other points agree. 








DOWN IN A SUBMARINE BOAT. 


Lieut. ZALINSKI got a Heralé reporter down at 
the bottom of New York Harbor, but, by some 
strange oversight, failed to keep him there, and he 
comes up smiling to tell of his adventures in the 
submarine boat Nautilus. He says: 

The little craft looked like a huge cigar—a high-priced one 
—and pointed at both ends. The reporter followed the 
crew into the turret hole and was soon joined by Lieutenant 
Zalinski and the Holland brothers. In a few minutes the 
engine was rted. The throb and thump of its working 
and the short puffs from the air valves were painfully loud 
in the “‘cabin” This air compressor has lately been per- 
fected, and, though the boat is not constructed with an 
other idea than to demonstrate the theory so long ad- 
vanced that submarine sailing is practicable, a speed of nine 
miles an hour has been obtained. It worked pverfectiy. The 
air is compressed by means of it unti] the tubes on the port, 
side have a pressure of eighty-jive pounds per inch on 
the opposite something less. ‘Close the turret,” said the 
Lieutenant. 

In obedience tw the order the cap to the turret was swung 
around by an inside lever and stout clamps inside soon fas- 
tened it firmly down so as to exclude the water. 

“Open your valve !” 

The crew turned a stopcock. Water from the bay rushed 
into the water chambers enveloping the cabin and irto the 
diving bell, and the boat n to descend, with a slignt tilt- 
ing forward, where the eight hundred pounds in the oo 





bell hel to bear it down. On the inside could be hea 
the p ing and lapping of the water as the waves washed 
up within the walls to the turret. Then the water covered 


the shell entirely and the stern settled more evenly with the 
bow. The turret was soon half under. Down went the boat 
faster and faster, andin a moment more a wave washed 
completely over its top. The water was twelve feet deep 
thereabouts, A yacht might sail over it. 

And now an odd feeling became noticeable. The com- 
pressed air liberated into the “cabin” rendered the atmos- 
phere denser than under normal conditions and there was a 
ri in the ears of those on board. Pers was 
fo from the skin, although the air was nu 
the reporter’s collar began to wilt sadly. 

* Let us go up.” 

Only fourteen seconds and relieved of only 800 pounds of 
water, the boat rose until the top of the turret shot into the 
light and air above the surface. By manipulating two valves 
the water was driven from the water chambers to the diving 
bell and thence forced outside until eighteen inches of the 
roof of the shell were out of water and the turret could be 
unclamped. dense air in the boat rushed out of the 
opening and the pressure of the atmosphvre was reduced. 

e same strange ringing in the ears made the occupants of 
the boat alive to that fact. The adventurous quintet were 
soon welcomed by their friends on the dock. vessel had 
been half an nour on the bottom. 

“That settles the practicability of the boat,” said Lieut. 
Zalinski. ‘“ It demonstrates that she can_be directed, sunk, 
and sronges to the surface at the will of her captain. Iam 
greatly pleased.”

THE MARINE BAND. 


SPEAKING of the Marine Band, the Boston Travel- 
ler says: “It is conceded to be the very best in the 
Service, and yet a first-class musician receives $50 
per month. and the second-class men $35. Asa nat- 
ural consequence the members are obliged to earn 
their living by outside work.

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TWO NAVAL PRIZE ESSAYS. 

THE prize essay of the Naval Institute, by Lieu- 
tenant CALKINS, is published in No. 38 of the Pro- 
ceedings, together with the discussion thereon. Mr. 
CALKINs’s theme was the ‘‘ changes in organization 
and drill, necessary to sail and fight effectively our 
warship of the latest type,” and he has given to the 
Institute a very vigorous paper, and one in which 
he certainly has the courage of his opinions, for he 
distinctly reserves the right to change them as his 
after experience may dictate. In this heis un- 
doubtedly wise, for there are so many new and un- 
tried problems to be solved in the management of 
the new ships that it would ill become any one to 
lay down hard and fast rules to govern their in- 
ternal economy. Like most subjects likely to be set 
for naval essays there is much 100m for discursive- 
ness in treatment, of which this writer takes advan- 
tage, as all changes in method.in any one respect 
are apt to involve others, so mutually interdepen- 
dent are all parts of that complex machine, a 
modern man-of-war 
The changes in organization advocated by the 
essayist are principally the equalizing of the divis- 
ions and the breaking up of the powder division as 
a separate organization. In his comments upon the 
drills to be pursued, heis very severe upon the 
practice of calling upon a hundred men to do the 
work of twenty-five or thirty, and upon the slovenly 
habits engendered by ill-advised competition be- 
tween ships. Much stress is laid upon the increased 
importance of aiming drill, and the necessity for 
frequent target practice. The advisability of having 
as large a number of men as possible on board each 
vessel is strongly urged, in marked contrast toa 
paper recently published, wherein exactly the oppo- 
site ground was taken. 

There is much in this essay that will undoubtedly 
commend itself for application on board all our 
naval vessels, be they new or old; at all events 
there is much food for thought init. That much 
interest is taken in the subject is evinced by the 
fact that twenty-seven officers took part in its dis— 
cussion; a larger number than ever before, we be- 
lieve. This shows a very commendable spirit on 
the part of officers, and it also shows how times 
change; for it 1s very doubtful if so many subordi- 
nate officers could have been found twenty-five 
years ago to express their opinions so freely. If the 
Naval Institute has done nothing else for the Ser- 
vice, it has certainly encouraged freedom of thought

prize for the best essay; the best, at least, in the 


opinion of the judges. 

Following Lieutenant CALKINs’s essay is one by 
Ensign Witu14M L. Ropgers, upon the same sub- 
ject, which received an honorable mention from the 
judges. Mr. JopGers begins at the root of the 
matter by discussing the organization of the Navy 
Department itself, being evidently of the opinion 
that any reform to be productive of lasting good 
must begin there. He advocates promotion by 
selection and an amalgamation of the Line and 
Engineer Corps, with the alolition of the Pay Corps, 
as was done ina former essay. Indeed, the idea 
seems to be fast gaining ground that seagoing offi- 
.cers (save the surgeons) should be of but one corps. 
As Mr. Ropaers tersely puts it, ‘‘the present sys- 
tem of special corps leads to the absurd conclusion 
that if a lieutenant and an engineer go out in a tor- 
pedo boat and either is disabled the survivor can do 
nothing but surrender.” 

Both these essays are valuable for the suggestions 
that they contain, and the words of Admiral Smwp- 
SON in reference to that of Mr. CALKINs’s, are 
equally applicable to that of his competitor, namely, 
that the ‘‘ paper 1s a valuable contribution to the 
literature of the Institute and to progress in the 
Navy.” 

No. OXXXIV. of the Journal of the Royal United 
Service Institution contains the English Naval prize 
essay for the current year, by Lieutenant STURDEE, 
R. N., the subject being briefly *‘The changes in 
conditions of Naval warfare,” owing to the intro- 
duction of the many innovations cf the last quarter 
of acentury. In the chapter on the Training of the 
Personnel, an increase in the age of entry for cadets 
is recommended, in conformity to the opinions of the 
best thinkers on the subject; three years are to be 
spent in the Britannia, followed by atwo years’ 
course at sea, during which special attention is to be 
paid to the training of their midshipmen by com- 
manding officers. It will be seen that the plan is 
not altcgether unlike our own in many respects, but 
unlike our own scheme, that of Lieutenant STURDEE 
provides for a post graduate course. It may be 
argued that as the prior training 1s not of so high 
a character with them, the Naval College is a neces- 
sity. This is true to acertain extent, but the need 
for an advanced course such as it is intended to give 
at our War College is daily more and more apparent. 

The ideas advanced in the essay in regard to pro- 
motion to the grade of lieutenant are very good, and 
doubtless our young officers would be glad to see 
some such system adopted on this side the water. 
Mr. STuRDEE sets five years as the time in which the 
cadet will receive his commission as sub-lieutenant, 
and he thinks that four years is as long as any one 
ghould be kept in that grade, making them lieuten- 
ants at from 22 to 25 years of age, the time when 
the best work may be expected from them. The long 
list of ensigns in our own Navy, with its average of 
nine years or more spent in that grade, calls loudly 
for some such reform. Inthetraining of the men 
the necessity for advanced instruction in gunnery 
and torpedoes is eraphasized and recommendations 
are made looking to that end. It may be noticed 
here that firing instruction for the class known in 
our Service as idlers, is insisted upon as essential. 
In the English Navy there are, it is stated, only 40 
or 50 per cent. of the men that can use a rifle, while 
in the French there are only 5 per cent. that cannot. 
In the chapter on the ‘“‘Attack and Defence of 
Ships,” much prominence is given the torpedo as an 
offensive weapon. It is noticeable, however, that it 
is the Whitehead alone that is referred to, the tow- 
ing and spar torpedoes being considered obsolete, 
“although the Americans still use” the latter. The 
author’s speculations on the tactics of the fleet or 
single ship action of the future are interesting, as all 
such must be to the reading Naval officer, but there 
is nothing specially new that is developed. The ‘‘At- 
tack and Defence of Harbors” receives much cons! 
deration, especially with reference to the needs of 
England in defending her many ports where there 
are no fortifications, and in which an enemy might 
do much damage. The remarks under this head 
might well be taken to heart by our own legislators; 
their substance has been repeated over and over 
again to them by our Naval authorities, but so far 
with no resulis.

Engineering in an article on Aluminium suggests, 
as among the other possibilities of future naval 
construction, the reduction, by the use of this metal, 
of two-thirds in the weight of the engines, boilers 
and fittings of torpedo boats. An ample supply of 
aluminium, it says, would utterly transform all en- 
gineering. ‘‘Asto balloons no oue would dare to 
speak confidently, but if the problem of erial flight 
is ever to be solved, it is probable that the intro- 
duction of aluminium will be the chief agent in the 
matter. For the present we must wait to see if the 
promise of pure aluminium at a cheap rate will be 
fulfilled, and when it is, we shall enter on a new 
stage of the material development of the world.” 
With one-third of the specific gravity of iron, 
aluminium is extremely tenacious. It has a low 
melting point, about 1,000 degrees, and not only can 
be cast with facility, but it works well under the 
hammer. It will not oxidize even at a red heat, and 
will resist all acids, except hydrochloric. It will 
alloy with most metals, and in so doing lends them 
a large share of characteristics. It is a capital con 
ductor of electricity, and, indeed, seems to com- 
bine in itself all the good qualities of all other met- 
als. An alloy of nine parts of copper to one of 
aluminium has a tensile strength of 200,000 Ibs. 
to the square inch, It is hoped to obtain this metal 
by the use of electricity, in sufficient quantities, to 
bring the price within reasonable limits. Hereto- 
fore it has not been found possible to produce pure 
aluminium, but works are now being erected at 
Lockport, New York, where it is believed that 
this result may be accomplished. Alumina, with 
the exception of silicon and lime, is the most com- 
mon constituent of the earth’s crust. It occurs in 
195 different species of minerals, and, when com- 
bined with oxygen and silicon, forms clay. Its 
richest ore is corundum, which is 54 per cent. of 
metallic aluminium and 46 per cent. of oxygen. 








THE Navy Appropriation bill was passed by the 
Senate July 16 without debate, and in practically 
the same shape as reported from the Appropriation 
Committee. The only change made from the com- 
mittee amendments was an increase in the total 
amount under the head of the pay of the Navy from 
$6,889,087.26 to $7,129,087.26. The bill went toa 
conference committee, consisting of Messrs. HALE, 
LoGaN, and Beck on the part of the Senate, and 
Messrs. HERBERT, HewiTt, and HARMER on the part 
of the House. The committee came to an agree- 
ment on Wednesday, the House receding from a 
majority of the amendments made by the Senate. 
Several compromises were made. The item of 
‘* pay of the Navy” was fixed at $7,000,000, and 
for ‘‘ pay miscellaneous” $225,000. The Senate 
amendment making an appropriation for the com- 
pletion of the Chicago, Boston, Atlanta and Dol- 
phin, and the armament thereof, was accepted by 
the House conferees, and the Senate receded from 
their disagreement to the House clauses making 
provision for the new observatory building and for 
a naval training ship to be stationed at Phila- 
delphia. A full text of the bill as finally agreed to, 
and as it will become a law, will be found else- 
where. 








THE Senate sub-committee on the fortification 
bill, consisting of Messrs. Dawes, LOGAN, and Gor- 
MAN, have been at work upon that measure since it 
came in from the House. Their line of investiga- 
tions covers about the same ground as}that gone over 
by the House Appropriation Committee, the officials 
of the Army and Navy, ordnance bureaus, and in- 
ventors, including Messrs. HASKELL, WIARD, and 
MANN, being interviewed. It is too early yet to say 
what amendments the committee will make, but 
that some increases will be made in the amounts 
that passed the House there can be no doubt. 
Senator Haw ey has called the attention of the com- 
mittee to the recommendations of the special com- 
mittee on ordnance and warships, of which hé''was 


president, and is quite hopeful that they will not 
fail entirely to make provision to carry out at least 
some of the suggestions. 








THE Second Comptroller of the Treasury has been 
called upon for an opinion as to when the pay of the 
recent graduates of the Military Academy as 2d 
lieutenants shall begin, whether from date of ap- 
pointment or after confirmation and acceptance. 
His decision is being anxiously awaited, as there is 
some hopes of a revocation or, at least, some modi- 
fication of the ruling in the RopMAN case. The 
recent law for the relief of surplus graduates, in 
which appointments from the Military Academy to 
2d lieutenants, are referred to as “promotions,” it 
is thought will operate to change his previous view. 








THE Fortification Appropriation bill passed the 
House on Monday. There were some slight changes 
in the bill as it came from the committee, but there 
was no increase in the paltry appropriation of 
$620,000 recommended. All attempts to secure a 
reasonable appropriation were defeated by the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The clause creating a 
mixed. board to expend $500,000 of the appropria- 
tion in making investigations, experiments and 
tests to ascertain the most effective guns, projec- 
tiles, torpedoes, etc., was stricken out on a point of 
order. The following is a full text of the bill as it 
finally passed :

UNDER the direction of Gen. Pelloux, a series of 
comparative trials in marching with and without 
knapsacks is being carried out at Rome by the bat- 
talions of the 79th Infantry and of the3d Bersaglieri 
Regiments, two companies of each battalion being 
exercised with, and two companies without, knap- 
sacks. In the first series those with knapsacks 
marched 15 miles in the same time as was occupied 
by those without knapsacks in covering 17}¢ miles 
of ground. Inthe second series the distances cov- 
ered respectively in the same time were 15 and 18% 
miles. The exercises are to be continued until the 
troops cover 15 and 25 miles respectively. A forced 
march executed by the students of the Normal 
Gymnasium School at Rome, on May 16, is worthy 
of being recorded. Including halts, the march occu- 
pied 103{ hours, during which time the distance 
covered was slightly in excess uf 33 miles. On start- 
ing the cadence was 128 paces per minute, which 
was increased to 150 paces after the first five miles 
had been got- over, the average rate during the 
whole day being 145 paces. 














SPEAKING of Russia's violation of her treaty obli- 
gations by closing Batoum as a free port, the United 
Service Gazette says: *‘An anecdote of Sothern re- 
lates that, walking in New York, the popular Lord 
Dundreary once received a kick from the rear. 
Without looking round, he promptly passed it on 
by kicking the man in front of him. Nationally, 
can weimitate the admirable presence of mind of 
the illustrious actor? Let us kick the Turk and 
smile, saying that the insult was meant for him, 
The kick, anyway, has been administered to us in 
the first instance, and to ignore the fact would indi- 
cate paralysis of the dorsal spine.” The time for 
this declaration has been shrewdly chosen when 
England is paralyzed by her strugele over the Irish 
Home Rule question. The Russians believe that the 
development of the Black Sea Fleet will be a serious 
menace to the neutrality of the Suez Canal and to 
the security of British possessions in India. The St. 
Petersburg Novosti, in a leading article, says: “The 
revival of our Black Sea Fieet, together with the 
arrivalin Athens of M. Butzoff, has proved to the 
Greeks that they have a powerful champion among 
the European Powers, ana that they can count on 
the realization of their claims without risking their 
fortune in a war with Turkey, but rather that they 
should husband their strength until the time should 
arrive for the final settling of the yuestion of the 
Balkan Peninsula. Russia bas sacrificed much by 
being continually employed in liberating the Chris- 
tians Of the East.. She has not only by word, but 





also by act, maintained her conviction that the only 
way to solve the Eastern question is to emancipate 
the Christians from Turkish rule, and a firm deter- 
mination to plant the Cross on the tower of Saint 
Sophia, in the place of the Crescent. Russia’s road 
to gain her aim is difficult. It has cost her enormous 
sacrifices, but these have consecrated Russia for 
ever, therefore it is impossible for her to give up 
her ancient policy.” 








CAPTAIN EDWARD PALLISER, who has been for 
some time in the Canadian Northwest, has presented 
a report upon the fortification of Esquimault, Van- 
couver’s Island, where Canadais to spend $100,000 
on earthworks for the armament of which the Eng- 
lish Government will furnish $150,000. Captain Pal? 
liser says: “* These sums areample for a beginning, 
being sufficient to warrant the announcement that a 
great strategic want is beingsupplied which will add 
to the confidence and security of our peaceful sister 
colonies of Australasia. Esquimault is near the 
Pacific terminus of Canada’s great strategic railway, 
bringing powerful English arsenals within quick 
and easy reach of it, and excellent coal] mines are 
close to it. A large graving dock willsoon be fin- 
ished in its harbor.’’ Esquimault is to be made the 
headquarters of the militia of British Columbia and 
the Canadian corps of regular artillery will be 
established there. Captain Pallister, who was honor 
ably mentioned in the Canadian House of Commons 
last mouth for “great moral and physical courage’, 
during the late campaign on the North Saskatche- 
wan, has been presented with the medal by the Min- 
ister of Militia. 








THE London Times savs: “It is idle to disguise the 
fact that the manufacturing departments of the 
Army have fallen under grave suspicion; tested by 
results, they are tound to be lamentably wanting. 
They are exceedingly costly, we pay the very high- 
est price for everything we buy or make, we main- 
tain an elaborate system of inspection and control, 
and yet the result of it allis that our naval guns fly 
all to pieces when fired with reduced charges, and 
that our bayonets are little better than the worst in 
the world. It isan insult to common sense to say 
that all this is or can be the result of accident. It is 
the result either of an incurable vicious system, or 
of official incapacity, or of official corruption.” 








A CORRESPONDENT of the Sidney Telegraph writes:

THE MOHICAN AT SAMOA. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Baltimore Sun, writing 
from on board the Mohican, at Apia, Samoan Islands, 
June 23, says: 

Less than a year ago, the newspapers from Maine to Ne- 
vada teemed with correspondence, editorials and reports con- 
demnatory of this vessel. The Mohican was essentially a 
California ship, and the pressof that State alone saw any 
merit in her. Jt is not the intentionin this correspondence 
to attempt an explanation of how the enormous sum of 
$900,000 was charged to her outfit and construction, though 
it is not a difficult matter to do so satisfactorily, but rather 
to refute the charge of worthlessness impu to the ship. 
The Mohican is one of a class of five unarmored sloops of 
war of 1,900 tons displacement, upon three of which your 
correspondent has served, and the bold assertion is made 
that she not only eclipses the others of her class, but that she 
is the most efficient ship in the Navy to-day, with tie possi- 
ble exception of the Zrenton, and always excepting the new 
steel ships. 

Owing to the haste in which she was put in commis- 
sion and sent to sea, no qppertuatty has yet n had to give 
her a trial trip under full power, but judging from her ca- 
pabilities under haif-power, it is oe te that 
aspeed little less than 14 knots an hour can attained with 
a development of 1,100 indicated horse power. During the 
last seven months the Mohican has traversed 8,575 miles, of 
which 4,650 were made under steam, but not by any means 
in one continuous passage, which, comparatively speaking, 
would have been easy in wear and tear on boilers and en- 
gines, but on the meer steam has been raised in the boil- 
ers 15 times, as many ports entered and departed from, with 
all the consequent “backing and filling” that implies, and in 
that time the engines have been stopped but twice, and then 
only on account of the loosening of a nut. en making 
pamase from the Society to the Samoan Islands under half 

iler power, data was collected for eight consecutive 
hours, and the following results are from careful calcula- 
tions, the sea being smooth, wind light on port bow, and no 
sail set: Indicated horse power developed, 549. Mean speed 
per hour, 9.23 knots. Consumption of steam per hour per 
indicated horse power, 20.7 lbs. Consumption of coal per 
hour per indicated horse power, 2.37 lbs., and the efficiency 
of the engines, 12.3 per cent. 

The boilers consumed 10.2 pounds coal per hour per square 
foot of grate surface, and evaporated 8.75 pounds water per 
pound coal, an evaporative efficiency of 68 per cent. he 
coal used was an inferior quality of Australian bituminous. 

During the same passage, when under sail alone, and ata 
speed of six knots, the ship tacked to starboard in eight min- 
utes and in portin six minutes; wore shipto star! .ard in 
eleven minutes, and to port in nine minutes. On another oc- 
casion, when under sail alone, weather fine, wind aft, moder- 
ate sea, “stunsails” alow and aloft, she ran at the rate of 12 
knots an hour. Not so bad for a “worthless” ship. 

We ieave to-morrow for the Tonga Islands, and expect to 
return here at the expiration of a month. 


This correspondent gives a copy of the treaty of 
peace among the Samoan chiefs signed on board the 
ohican, June 8, 1886, after a conference between 
the chiefs of the two parties, in the presence of the 
American, English, and German consuls and Com- 
mander Day, of the Mohican. A description is given 
of the natives, and the women are described as not so 
pretty but far more virtuous than those of the So- 
ciety Islands. The natives, it appears, gave a talolo 
literally a gift of food), on the green before Kin 
alietoa’s house in honor of the officers of the Moh 
can and those of the British ship Diamond, which is 


thus described : 

At the appointed hour in the afternoon the consuls of the 
American and English Governments and the officers of the 
two ships repaired to the king’s and were given comfortable 
seats in front of the house. ig a thousand natives had 
already assembled as spectators, but they were carefully 
kept back from the green space in front. Presently three 
handsome and very scantily clothed girls, bearing a large 
wooden bowl, seated themselves on the ground within ten 
feet of and directly in front of us and deliberately began 
to chew kava root, and when one would get a mouthful into 
a paste of the proper consistency she would spit it into the 
bowl. This chewing process was kept up until the bowl be- 
came a third full, when water was added and the chewed 
kava strained out. The liquid was then poured into cocoa- 
nut shells, and, by Heaven, passed to us to drink. To refuse 
would be to mortally offend, so with great fidelity to their 
calling, which so often requires martyr-like actions, some of 
the officers drained their cups to the very dregs, while others 
touched them to their lips and with proper contortions of 
their Adam’s apples feigned to drink. 


After some antics by the chiefs they ‘“ disap- 

eared in the crowd, and their followers advanced, 

ut instead of implements of warfare they bore 
cocoanuts and chickens—tokens of titude and 
z00d-wilJ—which they laid out in piles before us, 
accompanying their actions with salutations of rare 
good humor. The situation was scarcely grasped 
before noises from the right warned us of the ap- 
proach .of another body of men, and after them 
other bodies in quick succession, each in its turn 


perforupitig simijarly to the first that arrived, until | 


he groynd in fronf of us was covered with hun- 
dreds of, cocoanuts,and chickens. The exhibition 
wound up. with a grand siva, which is the name for 
the native dance, which with its singing, waving of 
arms, and other variations beggars description, and 
must be geen to be appreciated. The performance 
all over, tha cocoanut’ and chickens were divided 
by the natives share and share alike, to the officers 
of the Mohicqn an pamens. To have _ refused 
these offerings wonld have given greut offence, so 
there was nothing to d6 hyt accept them.”

THE LEE MAGAZINE GUN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


[ HAVE read with much interest the remarks in 
your issue of July 10 and those of your correspond- 
ent in the issue of July 17 on the subject of maga- 
zine rifles. 

Regarding the second and third rifles selected by 
the U. S. Magazine Board, and which are referred to 
by your correspondent I wish to say nothing, but I 
think that the tone of the article is rather inclined 
to exalt the so-called ten-shot gun at the expense of 
the Lee, which was placed first by the Board re- 
ferred to. 

The Lee system is not restricted to a magazine 
containing five cartridges, but can equally well be 
used with one that will contain six, eight, or ten 
cartridges. The five-cartridge magazine certainly 
makes a more sightly gun than the ten, but if ten 
were desired it could be adapted, as I have handled 
the Lee n with an eight-cartridge magazine at- 
tached, though I think that five would be considered 
@ sufficient number, in view of the great ease and 
rapidity with which the exhausted magazine could 
be replaced by a full one: the fairly drilled soldier 
can make the exchange in two seconds. Some ob- 
jection might be raised as to the distance the maga- 
zine containing ten cartridges would project below 
the guard. but I think without good reason, as the 
magazine is attached to the rifle only at the word of 
command, and need not be retained there a moment 
afcer the necessity for magazine fire has passed. 

The Lee five-cartridge detachable magazine met 
the Kropatschek tubular magazine, which I under- 
stand contains ten cartridges, in Tonquin and at 
Kelung—we know with what results, though the 
advantage of discipline and long familiarity were 
both on the side of the larger magazine. The French 
military organ, La France Militaire, admitted that 
the defeat in Tonquin was due to the Chinese being 
armed with the Lee. baa 

In a test for rapid firing, how are all magazine 
rifles but the Lee used? After the magazine is ex- 
hausted the arm is handled as a single shooter, that 
being found to give better results than to refill and 
use the magazine, while the Lee fire is practically 
continuous, and only restricted by the number of 
magazines served out to the soldier. 

Your correspondent seems to consider ten a suffi- 
cient number of cartridges for a magazine rifle, but 
suppose a force should appear upon the scene with 
a rifle the magazine of which contains fifteen shots, 
where would the ten-shot man be? Wiped out, most 
probably, while they who were armed with the Lee 
would still be superior, even against the force car- 
rying the fifteen-shot gun, as they would be pro- 
vided with four or more magazines, containivg in 
all from twenty to thirty cartridges; or, again, sup- 
pose ten shots from a rifie did not remove the neces- 
sity for its further and urgent use as a magazine 
arm, in other words, did not repel the enemy, what 
then? In the heat and excitement of battle the sol- 
dier could not possibly be expected to go through 
the engity operation of refilling his magazine, and 
certainly if he had not been able to stop the rush of 
the enemy while he could use the arm asa magazine 
rifle he would be utterly unable to do anything with 
it as a single shooter, and the result must be retreat 
or annihilation. F. A.

REPORTS ON RELIEF BILLS. 


On the bill to appoint and retire Gen. Alfred Pleasonton, 
the House Military Committee say: “Gen. Pleasonton is now 
broken down in health and without physical ability to sup- 
port himself. In view of his great services to the country, 

is case seems to the committee an exceptionally deserving 
one, and they therefore recommend the passage of the bill, 
so amended that his appointment shall be that of major of 
cavalry, the rank held by bim in the Regular Army at the 
time of his resignation from the Service, Jan. 1, 1968.” 

Of the case of Gen. W. W. Averell they say: “* Gen. Averell 
served with great distinction, but is now totally disabled, 
and, in the opinion of the committee, it is but just and right 
that he should be retired with the rank held by him during 
the period in which he was . Since, however, the 
repeal of the law placing officers on the retired list with the 
rank which they held when disabled, it has been, and now is 
the custom, where exceptional cases like this arise, for the 
committee, when they do recommend the restoration as an 
officer to the Army, to do so in the grade held by him when 
he ed or was mustered out of the Service, In this case 
they recommend that Gen. Averell be appointed a captain in 
the Army of the United states, the le held by him when 
he ed his tion in 1865, and they report the bill in 
conformity with the same.” 

In recommending the purchase of swords belonging to the 
estate of the late Gen. James Shields they say: “Gen. Shields 
died a few years ago, leaving a widow and three minor chil- 
dren in destitute circumstances. We think it would be a 
just and proper recognition by the Congress of the nation of 
the services and disinterested conduct of this great uod good 
man to purchase the swords and place them with the other 
military archives of the country, and we recommend the 
passage of the bill.” 


THE GERMAN CAVALRY. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Army and Navy Gazette 
furnishes an interesting account of the German cay- 
alry, from which it appears that in the ordinary de- 
mands of the annual inspection in May, every squad- 
ron must be prepared to cover 2,000 yards at a trot, 
600 at a gallop, and 120 about at the charge; then 
break up into the melee, and then on the mpet 
sound, “Appellé!’’ rally to the front at a gallop, 
and charge again in pursuit without remembering 
or telling-off. And this has all to be done in march- 
ing order. He says “‘it is perfectly astonishing to see 
the sections wheel up into line again after a gallop 
of 200 or 300 yards, without leaving daylight between 
the files, and yet without overcrowding. I saw 
squadron after squadron do this the other day again 
snd again, with a precision I had not believed to be 
possible. I have heard it too often said by English 
cavalry officers that it is impossible to ride boot to 
boot without overcrowding. I do not know why it 
should be impossible for us, for it certainly is not so 
to the Germans; but | will admit that our antedilu- 
vian system of giving a base in line movements, and 
not teaching our men to keep their dressing by rid- 
ing the time without turning their heads to the di 
recting flank, renders it very difficult to prevent 1t

the Army—were a temperate, prudent, and self-respecting 
class, who recognized their obligations to society and their 
duty to tamily. The Army woman had not an easy lot, mea- 
suring ease by the standard of civil life: but it has always 
been remarked that Army wives are happy and contented, 
and surely no wives can be in this condition when their hus- 
bands are dissipated, reckless, and wickedly profane men. 
Asa rule, Army women were religious. It was a point of 
faith with them to be religious under all circumstances. If 
there was a billiard-room at the post, it was closed on Sun- 
day : and if any young officer turned a card on Sunday, he 
never let it be known among the women of the post. The 
deference to women, which seems always to have beena 
conspicuous feature of the soldier’s character, exercised a 
powerful influence in the old Army. and no doubt hada 
strong restraining effect. Nor was religion confined to the 
women. Some of the most conspicuous pious men I have 
ever known were officers of the old-time Service. 

The old Army, from its isolation and from its separation 
from the sympathies of the people and the undiscovered 
item of the “soldier vote,”’ was driven to clannishness. The 
sons of officers for the most pari went into the Army, and 
daughters married Army Officers. Occasionally in the old 
time some patriot in Congress, who had never been on the 
frontier, had never seen an Indian, and had no conception 
of what the ef had to do, would rise up and declaim on 
Army families, snd the establishment of an Army class. But 
in truth the country had nothing to fear from the old Army, 

use it was an accepted doctrine of the Army that sol- 
diers had nothing to do with anything but military matters. 
The proof came with the war. The conditions were highly 
favorable to both Lee and Grant making themselves dicta- 
tors, but the teaching of the old Army was that it was best 
tor the Army man to steer clear of civil affairs. The effect 
of their early training has manifested itself in the inapti- 
tude for civil affairs exhibited by those who have ventured 
out of the military sphere. 

It is possible that certain moral requirements of the “pub- 
lic sentiment” of the old Army were somewhat conven- 
tional, but after many years’ observation of various phases 
of public sentiment T am disposed to believe that the system 
of moral ethics maintained in the Army was the best calcu- 
lated to give character tomen. The Army code was thata 
man must ye honest and brave, and the code was enforced 
by social ostracism. The old Army idea of honesty was 
that a man must not steal,and no distinction was made 
between a straight steal and a breach of trust. A man who 

romised to do a thing, and did it not because he was not 
lable at law unless the promise was in writing, or because 
some technical omission let him out, would be classed under 
the old Army code asa liar. I think no one was tolerated 
who lied unless the lie was for the protection of a woman, 
and if a man did not lie then he was accounted a coward. 
No man could have remained in any regiment twenty-four 
hours who cheated at cards. Of course it was all up witha 
man who exhibited any want of courage. I do not mean 
that a man who did any stealing in any manner or form, or 
who lied, or who was not brave. or who cheated at cards was 
simply severely disapproved, I mean he was socially cut, 
was rated an outcast from the society of gentlemen, and 
was crowded out of the Army if he could be forced out.

FOOD FRAUDS. 


THE SHAMEFUL USE OF LIME AND ALUM IN CHEAP BAKING 
POWDERS 


Many food frauds, such as chicory coffee or 
watered milk, although they are a swindle in a com- 
mercial sense, are often tolerated because they do 
not particularly affect the health of the consumer; 
but when an article like baking powder, that enters 
largely into the food of every family, and is relied 
upon for the healthful preparation of almost every 
meal, is so made as to carry highly injurious, if not 
rankly poisonous, elemenis into the bread to the 
imminent danger of the entire community, it is the 
duty of the press to denounce the practice in the 
most emphatic terms. 

Among receut important discoveries by the food 
analysts is that by Prof. Mott, the U. S. Government 
Chemist, of large amounts of lime and alum in the 
cheap baking powders. These are, one the most 
dangerous. an? the otner the most useless, adulter- 
ancs yet found in the low grade, inferior baking 
powders. It is a startling fact that of over one hun- 
dred different brands of baking powder so far an- 
alyzed, comprising all those sold in this vicinity, not 
one of them, with the single exception of the Royal 
Baking Powder, was found free trom both lime and 
alum. The chief service of lime is to add weight. It 
is true that lime, when subjected to heat, gives off a 
certain amount of carbonic acid gas, but a quick- 
lime is left—a caustic so powerful that it is used by 
tanners to eat the hair from hides of animals, and in 
dissecting rooms to more quickly rot the flesh from 
the boues of dead subjects. Asmall quantity of dry 
lime upon tbe tongue, orin the eye, produces pain- 
ful effects: how much more serious must these ef- 
fects be upon thedelicate membranes of the stomach, 
intestines, and kidneys, more particularly of infants 
and children, and €spevially when the lime is taken 
into the system day after day, and with almost every 
meal. This is said by physicians to be one of the 
chief causes of indigestion, dyspepsia, and those 
painful diseases of the kidneys now so prevalent. 
Instances of the most serious affections of the latter 
organs from drinking lime waters found in some 
sections of the West are noted in every medical 
journal. 

Adulteration with lime is quite as much to be 
dreaded as with alum, whieh has heretofore received 
the most emphatic condemnation from every food 
analyst, pbysician. and chemist, for the reason that, 
while alum is probably partially dissolved and 
passed off in gas by the heat of baking, it is impos- 
sible to destroy or change the nature of the lime in 
any degree, so that the entire amount in the baking 
powder p»sses, with all its injurious properties, 
into the stomach. When we state that the chemists 
have found twelve per cent., or one-eighth of the 
entire ny my of some samples of baking powder an- 
alyzed, to lime, the wickedness of the adultera- 
tion will be fully apparent. i? Eat 

Pure baking powders are one of the chief aids to 
the cook in preparing perfect and wholesome food. 
While those are to be obtained of well-establisbed 
reputation, like the Royal, of whose purity there 
has never been and cannot be a question, it is proper 





to avoid all others. 
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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE NEW YORK CAMP OF 18386. 


ANOTHER “fighting’’ regiment, the 69th, com- 
pleted its weekly camp tour on Saturday, July i7, 
and it did so with credit to itself and satisfaction 
to the State officials. Notwithstanding their well- 
known war record, neither officers nor men made 
the least claim to “* know it all;’’ on the contrary, 
from colonel down to the drummer boys, all ac- 
knowledged that they had much to unlearn as well 
aslearn. *“‘Wehaveagrand reputation and a big 
regiment, but we know but little,” said Adjt. Moran, 
“we are living on reputation,”’ and this was the 
sentiment which prévaded the whole regiment. Con- 
sequently the slightest suggestion from the proper 
quarter was promptly acted upon and no oppor- 
tunity to improve neglected—in short the plans 
laid by Adjt.-Gen. Porter were carried out in letter 
and spirit, the State instructors met with the full 
support of the entire regiment on all occasions, and 
the end of the week told its own tale. 

The method of management of the regiment differs 
from that of the other organizutions and neither 
officers nor men are handled with kid gloves by 
their superiors, nor are the commands and orders 
of that entreating, supplicating character, so often 
noticed in more pretentious regiments, and yet they 
all seem to understand each other, and the results 
obtained, at least at this camp, seem to demonstrate 
the correctness of the system. ‘‘ I have over 600 men 
here now,” said Col. Cavanaugh, when he reported 
to Adjt.-Gen. Porter on his arrival, **and I expect 
about 100 more to-morrow.” ‘Vo you think you 
can keep them all together the entire week ?’”’ asked 
the Adjt.-General. * Let them get here once and 1t 
is not a question whether they want to stay, they’ 
have to,” replied the old warrior, and the record 
shows that he was correct, because during the week 
the daily attendance present hardly varied a half-a- 
dozen men. 

Two years ago the regiment were, by a portion of 
the press, severely criticized on account of their 
somewhat irregular entry into camp and the too 
hiJurious condition of quite a number of the men, 
which resuited in the temporary loss of several 
stands of arms and other property. This put the 
reriment at the start in a false light, but before the 
tour was up they had overcome the unfavorable im- 
pression thus created. Their entry on this occasion 
showed a marked contrast in their favor and when 
the long column steadily filed along the color line, 
the fine physique of the rank and file, their deep 
chests, brawny proportions, and an almost im percep- 
tible difference in their stature, elicited general ap- 
probation from the spectators, and their lack of 
precision for which the company officers alone are 
responsible, was overshadowed by their general ap- 
pearance. Scenes like those enacted two years ago 
could easily be avoided, but so long as the pernici- 
ous habit of assembling the men three or four hours 
before the proper time,is kept up, so long will they 
run in and out of the armory at will, and constuntly 
meeting friends or comrades, with temptation stur- 
jng thein in the face in every direction, the result is 

nevitable. Considering all this, their departure 
from New York and their arrival at the camp, both 
reflected credit on the whole organization. 

Immediately after their arrival in camp they set 
to work with a good will and their anxiety to do the 
proper thing was notably manifested in their strict 
attention to military courtesy. Though in many 
cases awkward and in error as to thekind of salute to 
be rendered, no man, whether on or off duty, ever 
failed to rise on the approach of an officer and give 
some sign of recognition. On this habit they im- 
proved daily,and when the end of the week was 
reached they justly deserved the credit of being the 
most obedient and respectful lot of men that ever 
served here. We should recommend, however, that 
now, as it may be assumed that the officers all underg 
stand how, whom, and when men should salute, 
this portion of their education be thoroughly 
taught them in the armory, so that when occasion 
arises no waste of time may be necessary to correct 
blunders of this kind. Colonel Phisterer’s instruc- 
tion of the ist sergeants, avd Lieutenant Thurston’s 
lessons to the rest of the men never fell on a. more 
fertile field; the only task remaining for the regi- 
ment is to prevent the weeds from killing the fruit 
before it ripens. An occusional brush up, if intelli- 
gently and energetically undertaken, is all that is 
necessary to accomplish the purpose. 

The most difficult task after tbe original establish- 
ment of the camp in 1882 was to bring the men down 
to a proper observance of taps. Season after season, 
however, brought gradual improvement, and while 
in the beginning breaches of the regulations requir- 
ing quiet and darkness at night were the rule, they 
have now become the exception, and, during this 





week especially, the superior police of the grounds, 
and the perfect stillness which reigned at night can 
only be equalled in a regular establish ment. 

As usual with every regiment so far, the first 
dress parade never passes off without various 
hitches, and this was no exception. There is hardly 
a turnout in an armory where this ceremony is not 
practiced and generally it is well performed. No 
sooner, however, do they come out in the oper field 
when the company odicers and sergeants particularly 
— to be suddenly struck with total oblivion, 
they go in every direction but the right one, 
and wherever there is « possible way of doing a 
thing wrong, the opportunity is never neglected. 
Here the guides of the color company posted them- 
selves in rear of the markers, the companies 
marched and countermarched before they arrived 
on the lime, the dressing was poor, the Ist sergeants 
and file closers executed the manual, which caused 
the adjutant to keep up a continual yell from be- 
ginning to end of the parade. His trouble only 
ended when he had at last succeeded in making the 
Officers understand what it was to “ form a semi- 
circle behind the colonel” after the parade had been 
dismissed. We, however, do not blame them for 
their obtuseness at this stage of the proceedings be- 
cause the movement is absurd and not tactical, and 
among the spectators those who were competent to 
appreciate tue matter expressed their surprise when 
they saw Colonel Cavanagh, who exhibited a level 
head otherwise, resuscitate this relic of the fuss and

‘‘ Post No. —,” and in repeating calls it passed along 
the entire line before it reached No. 1, evenif it 
emanated from No. 2. Wefects of this kind seem in- 
significant, but a proper compliance with the regu 
lations on all these small points is necessary to 
make the whole a suceess. Not only is there a rea- 
son why everything should be done just as pre- 
scribed, but where faults like this are allowed to 

ass unnoticed, the whole concern at once makes the 
mpression that the commander who is after all re- 
sponsible for the whole, is either incompetent or 
negligent, and for this reason he should neglect no 
meusure to bring about a proper observance of the 
smallest details, and this especially with regard to 
guard duty.jjThis maxim all seemed to understand, 
and hence rapid improvement from day to day was 
the result, so that when the tour came to an end the 
men on post performed their duties equal to the best 
organizations which have been here. 

With reference to the mounting of the Guard 
our remarks on dress parade apply with equal 
force here. As the Adjutant, however, knew 
what he was about and was not afraid to point 
out mistakes and order defective movements, 
be they committed by officer, uon-commis- 
sioned officer, or private, to be repeated; as the 
instructions of Col. Phisterer were obeyed to the 
letter, it was not long beforea decided change in the 
right direction was uoticed. It seems necessary, 
however, to point out again that every detail should 
have its supernumerary, who forms in rear of the 
file closers; that as arule these are not inspected, 
but if the Adjutant or commander of the Guard 
should choose to do so, they can with perfect pro- 
priety; that supernumeraries and Ist* sergeants do 
not execute the carry and present with the Guard; 
that when the command, column forward guide 
right for the passage in review is given, then is the 
time for the ranking Ist sergeant to command 
** Supernumeraries parade rest,’’ and that he brings 
them to attention when the officer of the day is 
about to salute the passing coluinn. There is always 
trouble about this. When the new guard passes the 
old at the guardhouse the latter presents and comes 
to carry arms as the former has passed, afterwards 
each officer faces his guard, presents arms, faces to 
the front, salutes, and commands, carry arms. When 
the officers of the day arrive, each places himself in 
front of his own guard, receives its present, and 
then passes into the guard tent. Not until these 
ceremonies are finished should any steps toward de- 
signating reliefs and posting of seutries take place. 
This is so seldom correctly performed that we re- 
peat the story, which has been frequently given in 
the JOURNAL, once more for the benefit of those who 
are to follow. 

Col. Cavanaugh, although he could hardly tell the 
exact shade ot Julius Cesar’s hair, nevertheless 
proved himself a practival officer and as good a tac- 
tician as the average colonel, over many of whom 
he has the advantage that he does not merely ride 
around the field and gives the commands fours 
right, fours left, etc., without noticing their execu- 
tion and correcting faults. On the contrary he sails 
right in whereyer a mistake is committed, and who- 
ever the culprit may be, he receives his lesson right 
then and there. He does not always use exactly 
pariiameutary language, but for this reason 
his rebukes are all the more effective. In fact 
superiors of all grades are in the habit o 
using lather strong language, but as all 
seem to take this as a matter of course no 
particular notice 1s taken. The Colonel showed good 
executive ability, and was ably seconded by his Ad- 
jutant; consequently, battalion drlis and ceremon- 
ies soon took a decided turn for the better, and when 
the camp closed they gave general satistaction. The 
Adjutant did his part without fear or favor, he 
treated officers and men with sternness, but justly, 
and exhibited sufficient nerve on one oceasion to per- 
emptorily order the junior officer of the guard, who 
reported late, off the field. 

er in the beginning of the camp did the 
company drill and skirmish exercises bring forth an 
extensive “bill of errors’ from the State Supervisor, 
Major Stacpole. There were a few companies 
which were handled better than the majority, but 
the fact was again indisputably demonstrated that 
the weak points of the regiment is its company offi- 
cers. Many of these have now been there for almost 
a generation and therefore they ought to know 
better, but they don’t. We hope that some of the 
lectures by the Colonel called forth by the aforesaid 
statements from_ General Headquarters may havea 
lasting effect. Now is the time, with full ranks and 
the prestige gained at the camp, to take the matter 
of a better and more advanced system of instruction 
in hand, but it cannot be accomplished with indif- 
ferent or superannuated company officers. The 
men are there and they answer every requirement 
and possess all points to make good soldiers. The 
are strong, able-bodied, and, most important of all, 
thoroughly teachable. What they require is officers 
of sufficient ability and pluck to command their re- 
spect. Tosecure only such should be the first con- 
sideration. | 

In conclusion it is only fair to say that the 69th 
have performed a most successful camp tour, and not 
only vindicated their own reputation, but again fur- 
nished proof of the correctness of the State system 
of instruction which governs this year; they, as wel] 
as those who preceded them the week before, have 
shown that an officer can act upon suggestions com~ 
ing from’ those whe have made e particular branch 
a specialty, although of inferior grade, without 
damage to his dignity; they have proved to the 
State authorities and to the community that they 
form a regiment to be relied upon—still they remain 
the * gallant, fighting 69th,’’

Excursions, picnics, clam-bakes, camps, and all the other 
familiar excuses for personal Lape | expeditions, under- 
taken by military bodies in their official names and titles as 
military organizations, the gemeral expenses of which are 
shared in common by the officers and men, are practically 
destructive of military discipline. Forming, as these do, 
the necessary stock in trade and natural breath of lifeot our 
veteran-club battalions, where all dress alike as officers and 
wear swords and chapeaux, wonder gives place to excusable 
impatience on learning that a prominent regiment deliber- 
ately disregarding its private and public duties and relations 
to the community, eugages in the most useless and least 
excusable form of these expeditions, viz.,a bouffe encamp- 
ment for personal show. 

Is it not time to put official condemnation in some form 
upon doings such as these, which plainly bring discredit on 
the service?

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On Monday, July 5, the Swiss Confederacy cele- 
brated on the shores of Lake Sempach the fifth cen- 
tenary of the Battle of Sempach, a pete? f gained 
July 9, 1386, by about 2,000 Swiss foot soldiers over 
between 5,000 and 6,000 of the choicest chivalry of 
Austria clad in steel, led by Leopold, Duke of 
Austria. 

Tue 3,000 British troops stationed at Assouan, 
Up Egypt, enjoy the comfortable temperature 
of 126 degs. in the shade. The deaths during May 
numbered 52. A correspondent, who writes from 
Assouan, says: ** Those who make out in after-din- 
ver speeches that Thomas Atkins of to-day is every 
bit as good as was his predecessor of old, would 
blush for their audacity could they but see the poor, 
miserable lads sickening and dymg here, not be- 
cause of any want of attention on the part of su- 
periors, but because they are pbysicatly unfit to 
undertake apy but the most ordinary barrack- 
square duty. These ‘men’ ought never to have left 
England, and certainly they should not have been 
sent on such a service.”’ 


ADMIRAL LAFONT made a statement te the Budget 
Committee of the French Chamber of Deputies July 
21, regarding the condition of the navy. He said the 
present pattern of torpedo boats required modify- 
ing. The dimensions of the bouts should be enlarged. 
“The French fleet,’ said the Admiral, **can vie 
with the navy of any power. If to-morrow the 
government should undertake a vaval war, I should 
sail at the head of my squadron without the slight- 
est anxiety and without doubt of our success, even 
though the war were directed against Great Britain.” 


A GERMAN officer who was travelling in Switzer- 
land in his German uniform was pelted by the mob 
in the streets of Basle, and in defending himsel’ 
made use of bis sabre, slightly wounding a servant 

irl in the neck. The mob then knocked the officer 

own and tore bis uniform off his back. The police 
then arrested the officer, bui permitted him to go 
free on bail. According to the Frankfurter Journal, 
a Basle apothecary, who was a companion of the 
officer, was the real cause of the attack, he having 

rovoked the people by insulting language. The

Tue real difficulties in Burmah have, acvording 
to a Russian paper, only begun. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment is now convinced that the English want to 
take — of the best places on the Irrawaddy 
and Yang-tse-Kiang, and come thus dangerously 
near to the best provinces of China, Yunnan and 
Sechuen. The Celestial Government intends, there- 
fore, to repeat the same experiment with the Eng- 
lish wbich they successfully tried with the French, 
sending swarms of “ Black FI ” against them. 
The Viceroy of Yuen Khoo has already ordered his 
generals to 0 ize volunteer corps and send them 
to the Burmah frontier to keep up the agitation 
against England. 

THE new Itahan cruiser Miseno, launched at Cas- 
tellamare, is an iron steamer of 120 feet long by 21 
wide. She will be fitted up with vertical cylinders 
and engines of 430 horse power, and is expected to 
have a speed of 10 miles an hour. Sheis also to be 
provided with a iull complement of masts and sails, 
and will be armed with two cannon of 12 centime- 
ters bore, and two revolver cannon. At the end of 
this month the deep-sea torpedo boat Tripoli will be 
launched, and at the end of August another, the 
Folgore. Afterward a cruiser similar to the Miseno, 
and to be ¢alled the Palinuro, will be commenced at 
the same dockyard.
